by Dr. A. E. Haydon; Speaker Discounts 


Value of Force 


"There is a marked difference be- 


tween speech which is an incite- 
ment to a violation of law 
and 


speech which aims to incite senti- 
ment for the change of law," said 
Dr. A. E. Haydon, speaking yester- 
day afternoon at Lathrop hall be- 
fore the Social Science club. 
Dr. 


Haydon pointed out, however, that 
George Washington and the other 
founders of the republic all argued 
in1 favor of the right to overthrow 
a government by force. 


However, he said we have been 


too much fed up on force as a 
method of bringing 
about better 


conditions, and have learned that 
i- brings in its wake such hatreds 
and resentment as 
the ends sought 


often nullifies 


In the discussion following the 


address, one of the students said 
that Prof. Kiekhofer- of the econo- 
mics department 'had 
urged his 


students to read Kari Marx 
and 


other socialist -writers in order to 
understand both sides of disputed 
economic theories. He said he also 
recommended the students to hear 
Scott Nearing. 


Dr. -C. F. Rodolf said: 
'This is a pleasing bit of infor- 


mation, and directly opposite to the 
sentiments recently expressed by 
Pres. Birge, who in effect, sa>^ *^at 
he thought he knew what the par- 


ents of the students wanted them to 
hear, and what they wanted them 
not to hear." 


One student pointed 
out 
that 


President Wilson had been an ad- 
vocate of the overthrow of gov- 
ernment by force, seeking to en- 
courage revolution in Germany. 


L. P. Gabbard asked if the club 


would be willing to have a joint 
committee of students and repre- 
sentatives of the faculty pass on 
•what speakers should be given the 
use of university halls, and 
what 


speakers should be excluded. 


He was told that this would leave 


matters about as they are at pres-
